| to Show Progress in 


| Industry. 
| The first textile exposition in the 
Mississippi Valley will be held for 
two weeks beginning tomorrow at 
the Coliseum. The formal opening 
will be Tuesday afternoon at 2 p. m. 

The purpose of the exhibition is 
to show the progress of the textile 
industry in cotton, woolen and silk 
fabrics and garments, and the proc- 
ess of manufacturing from the raw 
material to the finished product. 
Motion pictures showing the process 
of textile manufacture will be shown 
and men familiar with the industry 
will explain the various methods. 

All of the important textile asso- 
elations will be represented and the 
Government will send a speaker to 
discuss the production of cotton and 
wool. 

It is desired to encourage the es- 
tablishment of textile. mills west of 
the Mississippi, where the raw ma- 
terials can be readily obtained. At 
present, only 143 of 2509 cotton tex- 
tile mills in the United States are 
west of the river. There are also 
only 64 woolen and worsted mills, 
seven silk, and six dyeing, bleaching 
and finishing mills west of the river.

The 
parish criminal courts are courts 
_of summary furisdiction, before 
| which all minor offenses are tried. 
The jurisdiction of the Aistrict 
courts is much wider. There its one 
in every parliamentary constituency. 
All important claims and cases of 
titles to land are decided by these 
district courts. The district crim- 
inal courts try all serious offenses 
and have as I shall show, the power 
to enforce adequate punishment. 
Within four days an appeal may be 
made against the decision of a Pariah 
Court in a District Court, whose rul- 
ing is final. Judges apecially ap- 
pointed by the Republican Minister 
of Justice hear appeals against the 
district courts. Fees and costs‘are 
met out of deposits lodged by the 
litigants. Where the case relates to 
property, a certain percentage of the 
value of the claim or property is de- 
manded, 10 per cent In claims not 
exceeding $250 and an increasing 
percentage as the value im dispute 
is greater. Unless the court decides 
otherwise, the successful litigant is 
refunded his deposit. Where the ac.- 
tion is considered to be merely frivo- 
lous and vexatious, the deposit of the 
plaintiff is confiscated.

The accommodations at Ellis)

Every possible health precaution 
is being taken because of the ad- 
vent of large numbers from the 
Eastern Europe districts in which 
epidemics have been prevalent.

by gangsters and intimidation of any 
kind or character will not be toler- 
ated. In brief, this office and the 
Board of Police Commissioners de- 
mand a clean, fair and honest elec- 
tion and you will be held to a strict 
accountability for the manner in 
which you execute this order in your 
district. 

“The details of arranging for elec- 
tion are left with you. There must 
be one officer assigned to each poll- 
ing place and at no time musta poll-

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The French “Shepherd Boy” sculptor whose 


works are the newest sensation of . 
the art world

NCE or twice in a century the world is startled by the apparition 

of a new artist, a hitherto unknown man who produces something 

so different, so unconventional, so novel, so shocking to all the 

canons of art, that there are no criteria on which to judge him, 
and the world can do nothing but admire and gasp. 

In the great gathering of sculpture at the Paris Salon this year, 

among the class groups, the beautiful nudes, the “Futurist” freaks 

to which esthetic eyes are accustomed, there are two things so stupendously 

different that they draw and hold attention from everytliing else. One is a 
huge faun carved in stone; the other a head of Medusa in marble. 

“Who is the artist?” everyone asked on the opening day. The catalogue 
gave the name, Paul Darde. Darde? Who is he? No one had heard of him. 
Yet here were two statues so overpoweringly great in conception and execution, 
and yet so different in both, that even the critics of the Paris prees were at a 
loss to know how to speak of them. 

The Fain is huge, twice the size of a man. The critic of L’Illustration 
writes that it is “carved out of a fine rock, of a tint so warm that it seems 
animated by the hot blood of primitive beings scarce liberated from matter.” 
ifs adds that the artist is a deep student of nature and has soaked himself 
fn the works of Lamarck. Inspired by that great naturalist, “he has set himself 
to create a rational, possible, viable faun, with a narrow, supple back, the spine 
of a quadruped that leaps when it would run on the traditional goat’s feet and 
on the enormous hands fitted to the long, apelike arms. And this back, these 
knotty arms, these hands furrowed by tendons and veins, are amazing bits. 
The expression of the face, framed in its long pointed ears, like those of a wild- 
sat or panther or those of the jackal-headed Anubis, is a marvel of irony, of

fore life divined, confusedly understood. The hair, crinkly and wavy, recalis the 
curly heads or beards of certain saints on the portals of our cathedrals. The 
whole is extraordinarily pleasing and powerful. It is very beautiful and very 
great sculpture, solid as Michelangelo exacted, solid enough to roll down a 
mountain without breaking.” 

A picture of M. Darde’s weird and thrilling masterpiece, the gsnake-en- 
meshed head of a woman called “Douleur Eternelle,” appeared on the front 
cover of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine for July 18. 

And the artist, whose first exhibit is the sensation of the Salon, who is he? 
Paul Darde is the son of a shepherd in the Cevennes, and he as a boy tended 
sheep on the bills. While he did so he carved animals in the fine stone of the 
country. After a while he tried his hand at etching on zinc plates, using as a 
burin his mother’s long knitting needles, sharpened on a grindstone. He sub- 
scribed to an excellent art magazine, read the Bible, Shakspeare and Dante. 
One dav a teacher of art chanced to see some of his work. He was so struck by 
its originality and power that he wrote to Armand Dayot, editor of l’Art et les 
Artistes, and called his attention to the young subscriber. Dayot is famed for 
the zeal with which he encourages young artists, and he helped the youth to 
launch himself. Darde is described today as being “a good giant with a flow- 
ing beard, magnificent, direct eyes full of fire, but very tender, a Socratic 
nose, the shoulders of an athlete and arms and hands fit to crush granite; a 
splendid, modest man, rather outspoken, thank God! and one whom one feels to 
be very sane and preserved by limpid good sense against the folly of pride.” 

His method of working is rare today. He seldom makes a model in clay or 
plaster or wax, but after sketching roughly his design on paper, he attacks the 
marble or rock directly, generally with a pickax—the heavy, clumey pickax of 
the stonebreaker. He is now at work upon a Laocoon group, in which he wil 
have full scope to reveal again his marvelous knowledge of snakes and their 
writhing strength, and his amazing skill in hewing their semblance out of stone.

° u deal whereby he sold out to the Trans-Canada The- 
aters, Ltd., all his theaters, taking two millions in cash 
und an interest in the company as payment. That self- 
same afternoon the initial installment of $1,000,000 had 
been handed over and the check sent to Small’s bank. 
Much more money in bonds, much other property, be- 
longed to this man. Five millions is considered a con- 
servative rating for him. 

In other words. he was highly wealthy and had just 
closed a deal which probably meant his retirement 
from business activity. He had crowned his life, as 
money makers regard life. He was an achieved suc- 
cess comparatively young. He had done his work and 
closed his career. And Amby Smal! was exultant and 
full of deep joy about it all. He was as sunny and 
happy as a man of his type ever is. He was at peace 
with himeelf. 

On the afternoon of this vital Dec. 2 Small had been 
in his offices in the old Grand Theater, where he 
had begun his career and where he was consummating 
it. The final conferences with his business successors 
were held there. The contracts were signed, the money 
paid and the last wrinkles smoothed out. Between 4 
and 5 o'clock several! of the employes saw their retiring 
master in his theater. He telephoned to business as- 
sociates and made appointments for the following day.

He 
knew no more. At midnight Mrs. Small began to be 
really active. She either telephoned or sent telegrams 
to many of Small’s theaters in Eastern Canada. She 
got no results. No one had seen the millionaire. 

Strangely enough, though perhaps for good reasons, 
no appeal to the police was made for two weeks. ‘Then 
Mrs. Smal! took the mystery to them. Then, too. an 
intensive questioning of the private secretary began. 

This man Doughty had been in the employ of Amby 
Small for 19 years. He was a large, athletic Irishman, 
in his younger years an oarsman of local celebrity. 
Doughty was married and the father of two children, 
but is reported at times to have been living apart from 
his wife. He was a cheerful, easy-going, rather light- 
headed man, liking to indulge himself, confidential, 


friendly. No one ever considered him in any way 
dangerous. 
Doughty had inherited some money, owned some

Again, Small and Doughty were on the most inti- 
mate terms. The secretary had helped the magnate 
to engineer some of his shrewdest and most rewarding 
coups. He knew the affairs of the rich man in and out. 
He was trusted with everything. The retirement of 
Small from active control of theaters had benefited 
rather than harmed Doughty, for the Trans-Canadian 
Theaters, Ltd., had hired the secretary at $75 a week 
and sent him to Montreal, where he assumed his duties 
a day or two after Small disappeared. 


There was here nothing provocative of suspicion 
against the man. Yet a warrant has been issued for 
his arrest on a charge of conspiring with others to 
kidnap Small, and a reward of $5000 is offered for 
his capture. 


These warrants probably were written because a 
long time previous to Small’s disappearance Doughty 
had spoken to two persons of the possibility of kid- 
naping Small and the money that might be got by 
such a crime. Again, he had latterly been showing 
Socialistic tendencies and had been railing, lightly 
and mockingly, it seems, however, against Small’s over- 
richness. Finally, Doughty had gone twice to Small’s 
safe deposit box in the Dominion Bank on Dec. 2, and 
$150,000 in bonds were missing from that box. 

As against these suggestive details, it is urged that 
Doughty's talk of kidnaping his employer was laugh- 
ing bravado caused by a little too much tipple, and his 
Socialism mere gabble. His visits to the safe deposit 
box may, too, have been made at Small’s direction. 
Doughty said as much immediately after Smal] had 
faded out.

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uaint Anecdotes of Pioneer American Journalism | 


NCIDENTS comical and tragic attended the found- 

ing of the first newspapers in America, as related 

in a “History of Journalism in the United States,” 

by George Henry Payne, just from the presses of 
Applegate & Co. Of the former class, we find one of the 
first editors admitting that he was “a matter of some 
13 months behind” in printing news of a certain event. 
Included in the latter are instances of savage perse- 
cution of pioneer editors, shocking to those accustomed 
to the belief that the first settlers of this country were 
advocates of liberty of speech and press. 

The first newspaper on this continent was Publick 
Occurances, which made its first appearance in Boston 
on Sept. 25, 1690—almost 230 years ago. The editor was 
Benjamin Harris, a virile and interesting character, to 
whom history seems to have done scant justice, for, 
aside from being the first editor in North America, his 
career Was an inspiring one, and a fine example for 
those who were to carry on his fight for freedom of the 
press. 

His paper appeared onee a month in Boston, and he 
made a living meantime by running a coffee house. He 
announced in the first issue that the aim of Publick 
Occurances was not only to furnish the readers with an 
account of “such considerable things as have arrived 
unto our notice,” but also “that something may be done 
toward curing, or at least charming, that spirit of lying 
which prevails among us.”’ 

Among the news items in the first number was one 
telling of the kidnaping of two children by Indians, the 
suicide of a man whose wife had died: accounts of 
the smallpox epidemic in Boston and an account of 
a fire. It was not long until Harris demonstrated his 
adherence, even then, to what are today the highest 
ethics of the newspaper profession, and thereby got 
himself in trouble with the authorities, as many news- 
paper men after him have done, by being too truthful. 
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"It was a story of war atrocities—committed by the 
allies of his own side—that caused the trouble. In 
Harris’ narrative of Gov. Winthrop's expedition against 
the French and Indians, he related the barbarities prac- 
ticed against the enemy by the friendly Maquas who 
fought with the Massachusetts troops, and added his 
protest against trying to subdue Canada “with the aid 
of these miserable savages.’ A few days later the 
authorities suppressed his paper. 

The trial for libel of John Peter Zenger, in 1735, is 
singled out by the author as the preliminary to the 
Revolution, because Zenger’s acquittal resulted in 
giving fresh spirit to other editors, and making possi- 
ble the journalistic careers of Sam Adams and Benja- 
min Franklin, which, perhaps more than all other ele- 
ments combined, succeeded in fanning the fires of 
independence that resulted in the struggle for free- 
dom. 

it was criticism of the Governor of New York that 
led to the arrest of Zenger. For nine months, until 
his trial came up, he edited his paper in jail. The 
case opened with an offer to prove the truth of what 
he had printed. The Judge, an appointee of the Gov- 
ernor, held that this was no defense. The law under 
which Zenger was tried was laid down by the Court as 
follows: 

“If people cannot be called to account for possessing 
the people with an ill opinion of the Government, no 
government can subsist. For it is necessary for all 
governments that people should have a good opinion 
of it’—a doctrine strangely similiar to some that have 
been uttered not long since in high places. It must be 
remembered that Zenger, Harris, Adams and their fel- 
lows were the radicals of their day. They were the 
“red” pamphileteers of their time, denounced as 
“traitors,” “heretics,” theorists” and “anarchists.” 

Zenger's attorney made a direct appeal to the jury

“The Snowfall of the United States,” in 
the Scientific Monthly. 


That this is so is proved by a compari- 
son of present-day conditions with those 
so accurately recorded by the early set: 
tlers of New England. “There are ac- 
counts of great cold; of deep snows; of 
violent winter storms. There are also 
many descriptions of very mild and open 
winters. Thus, we read of December and 
January resembling May and June; of 
flowers growing in the woods in~ mid- 
winter; of so little snowfall ‘as scarcely 
o give opportunity for enjoying the music 
of the sleigh bells; of ‘green 
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of ‘winter turned into summer;’ 
of the ‘ground bare for the most part;’ 
of little ice; of crocuses up, of wild vio- 
lets in bloom and of lilacs ‘throwing out 
their leaves in January.” 

It is interesting to note that Prof. Ward 
gives the prize for the heaviest recorded 
average snowfall to Tamarack, Cal., with 
Summit, Cal.. as a close second. The 


average fall at the former, which is at an 
altitude of 8000 feet, is 521.3 inches, and at 
the latter (7027 feet), it is 419.6 inches. 
the winter of 1910-11, 575 inches fell at 
Tamarack, and in 1879-80, 783 inches fell 
at Summit. 

But on Mount Ranier, Wash., at Para- 
dise Inn., at an elevation of 5500 feet, from 
Nov. 24, 1916, to June, 1917, 789.5 inches 
fell, though that season was not one of 
unusually heavy snowfall.

Ordinarily the magnate drove home to his house in 
a motor car, but on Dec. 2 his car was not sent for him 
This was in no way unusual, for Small kept himself 
fit by walking. Frequently when the weather was 
fine he walked home from his office, a distance of 
about two miles. And the evening of Dec. 2 was cold 
but clear. He might have started to walk home and 
been held up on the way. But, it ts objected, Small 
more often went home by atreet car, and especially 
when he was in a hurry. On this evening he had a 
dinner appointment at home for 6:30 o'clock. At 7:16 
he was still near his theater and there bought a news- 
paper. Would he have walked slowly home when he 
was already 80 late? More likely, it ia urged, he would 
have followed his custom of walking three blocks along 
Adelaide street to the corner where he caught a Church 
street car. This line passes within a hundred yards of 
the Small mansion. 

Hience, if Small went toward, the car line after 
leaving the newsboy, his kidnapers must have picked 
him up somewhere in those three blocks along Ade- 
laide street.

HE wonderful municipal theater of St. 
Louis stands par excellence in North 
America, if not in the world. The natural 


beauty of the stage is unsurpassed, and — 


he auditorium, especially when filled, as 
ve have seen it so often, is a sight never 
to be forgotten. 

Having a beautiful natural stage, its own intrinsic 
beauty should alwcys be the first consideration. *Trvy- 
ing to improve it by bad camouflage is to be deplored. 
The great fault lies in the fact that the designer and 
the artist cannot forget-the ordinary theater, and con- 
tinue to work along its technique. In consequence, the 
real full stage of the municipal theater has not been 
used this season, although an attempt was made in 
“Robin Hood.”” In nearly every production the picture 
has been squatty or jammed together, instead of using 
more freedom and distant effects. 

The only novel fdea, if it can be so termed, of the 
season, was the wall with illuminated panels at she 
opening of “The Mikado;’’ and probably the worst 
scene, which this city ought to know how to produce, 
was the beer garden in “A Waltz Dream.” The cluster 
of red lights about the orchestral stand, on the stage, 
was so glaring that al) else, even the principals, was 
subjugated to second or'third place. 

And the designers should take a course in step-buiid- 
ing or quit. In “The Firefly,”” when I was coming down 
the steps as the gardener with Miss Pavloska, we both 
would have ended in disaster if we had not been caught 
by the men below. And must that straight-lined hedge, 
with its columns at every angle, do service in every- 
thing? Designers, look at garden magazines and gar- 
den architectural works, and so give variety—not al- 


ways a straight line across the stage. You should have 


a fine scenic artist—a Voegelin or an Urban is none 
too good. 

And, in the chorus, must there be naught but youth 
and beauty forever, as in the steretoyped musical com- 
edy? What artist would think of a pageant or picture 
composed of masses, without the necessary contrast of 
medium and old age? 

A system of subdued lighting back stage is to be rec- 
ommended. It might save lawsuits, or at least pain- 
ful bruises. Likewise chairs or benches should be pro- 
vided, at least for the girls, so that they might rest 
between waits. This is always done in first-class com- 
in addition, why must the members of the

The acoustics of the theater are wonderful and 
probably cannot be improved upon. The auditorium, 
when the pergola on the right is finished, will be per- 
fect. Whoever conceived it should receive a vote of 
thanks from the city. It will remain one of the great- 
est, if not the first, feature of the city. But if the so 
called municipal opera company is ever to measure up 
to the auditorium, something heroic must be done. 


Mr. Max Bendix, the musical director of the com- 
pany, in an article published recently by the Post- 
Dispatch, most ably delineated a policy for operatic 
productions that excels anything that has yet come 
to my notice. If the present promoters of the munici- 


‘pal opera company sincerely intend, as the constant 


blare and noise is, to give opera for the education of 
St. Louis, and not for the almighty dollar, they are 
certainly going after it in a peculiar way. } : 


The municipal opera company was last yept and 
this the largest opera company in the country. Judg- 
jing by the attendance and the applause, it pleased the 
masses. If this is the object of the promoters, where 
does the educational part come in that is noised every- 
where? I have yet to see the first step taken in that 
direction. With from $3000 to $5000 taken in each 
night, surely something better is warranted ‘4g next 
season. The citizens are entitled to it—but wiil they 
get it? You'll have to show me! They may, when you 
get heads of the various departments that measure up 
to the job, regardless of what the rabble says. 

Everyone has talked of the amount of time and labor 
expended on these productions, but has anyone thought 
that it might be possible to save a lot of both, by the 
introduction of system? Why should not the prin- 
cipals have their parts a month ahead and come to the 
rehearsals letter perfect, instead of having to learn 
their parts at rehearsals and thus wasting everybody's 
time? Should not the musical director be capable of 
making all necessary cuts before rehearsal, so that no 
time will be wasted on numbers not ? 

Likewise, the stage manager should, his home or 
office, lay out every bit of business days re he puts 
on a show, so that he has written down every gesture 
or action wanted for lyrics or dialogue and can go 


ahead because he knows what he wants and doesn't - 


have to try things over and over until he finds some- 
thing satisfactory. One man should drill the chorus 
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and another the principals Then, when both are 
ready, they can easily and simply be put together into 
a whole. 

Instead, we have had four directors, who work “ad 
lib,” chew the rag and forget that there is anyone else 
but themselves. Is it any wonder that the chorus lay 
down at times and got so discouraged that half of 
them did not cadre what they did? 

What surprises me most is that the local choristers, 
who are not tied down by «oniract, who live at home 
and are to a degree safe from gouging and profiteering, 
owing to being acquainted, should so meekly submit 
to the treatment handed out. Do their parents know 
the real facts, or did necessity compel them to shut 
their eyes and ears? 

To most of us from New York this engagement and 
place will always be one of detestation. That it was 
bad last year is demonstrated by the fact that of sev- 
eral scores of cbhoristers who worked here then, we 
had only six to work here again this summer. The 
real management that knows how to trea! people keeps 
them year in and year out. We shall be a happy lot 
when this “nightmare” comes to a close and we. can 
forget it while preparing for next season's work. 


As all know, without the chorus a musical produc- 
tion of any kind is nil. No performance should be 
given at the municipal theater in 8t. Louis with less 
than 75 to 100 experienced choristers, if you wish 
artistic results: the size of the stage demands it; other- 
wise it will look bare. 


How is this material to be obtained? It goes without | 
saying that the nucleus must be engaged from New 
York. You need singers who are sprightly and ex- 
perienced, and who have a repertoire; and likewise, 16 
good dancers. St. Louis itself is unable to supply all 
these requirements. The question rises: Will you al- 
ways be able to get the kind of choristers you. should 
have after this proposition gets to be well known? 


I] fear you will have much difficulty. According to 
the present policy, there is nothing, artistic or other- 
wise, that is an inducement for a good chorister to 
come here, unless he is broke and in dire need of the 
dollar. 

In New York the municipal opera company—-a wis- 
nomer—was represented to us as a city affair—-the city 
guaranteeing and being responsible for our pay. On 
arriving we learned that it is an independent com- 
pany and that the city does not hold itself responsible 
for anything—merely allowing the company to play in 
its park. 

The New York members of the chorus were forced 
to pay a commission to get the job, while the St. Louls 
members paid nothing. To be sure that the benefiting 
parties got theirs, the commission was taken out of 
each wee'’s salary by the local management, in spite 
of the understanding that each chorister was to pay

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Deadly Botulinus Germ 


Serum perfected by Dr. Robert Graham of University of 
Illinois not only combats the bacillus which caused 
so many deaths from infected olives, recently, but 
it also operates against forage, or silage-paisoning, 


among livestock and fowls -0- 


HE fascinating way in which science 
moves her wonders to perform is again 
illustrated by the triumph of Dr. 
Robert Graham of the department of Illi- 
mal pathology of the University of IIli- 
nois, in perfecting a new serum-—in che 
process of which were brought to- 
gether three isolated sets of phenomena which appar-— 
ently had little or no connection. 

The first set of phenomena occurred in the animal 
world. For some 70 years a disease fatal to horses 
and often approaching the proportions of an epizootic 
has been reported in various parts of the United States. 
Among farmers the disease was known as forage or 
silage poisoning, staggers and “Kansas horse plague.” 
Scientists termed it cerebrospinal meningitis, cere- 
britis or cryptogamic poisoning. 

The second link in the chain came to light in dis- 
tant Belgium. In 1908 Van Ermenger, a scientist of 
that country, succeeded in isolating, from an infected 
ham, a germ which he named Bacillus Botulinus, and 
which he declared to be the primary agent of meat 
poisoning in man. To the acute disease produced in 
the human body he gave the name of botulism 

Then, for the third phenomenon in the series, there 
occurred, a few months ago, as all remember, five 
groups of deaths in New York City, Detroit, Nemphis, 
Canton, O., and Kalispell, Mont., all of which were 
traced to the consumption of canned ripe olive; 

A report just made public by Dr. Graham announces. 
first, that Bacillus  Botulinus,

clares, is known to produce serious, 
ness in man . 

Particular emphasis is placed on the fact that milk 
from animals afflicted with silage poisoning should be 
discarded, or if used, only after boiling. This is be 
cause the botulinus bacillus, unlike other true toxins. 
seems capable of withstanding gastric and intestinal 
digestive processes. Even the tetanus germ, so fatal 
when introduced into the blood, and the diphtheria 
bacillus, so deadly to the throat tissues, are declared 
to be reduced to relative inertness when swallowed and 
acted upon by the digestive juices. 

As to the destruction of the botulinus germ in 
canned meats and vegetables, the Department of Agri 
cultnre announced in June, after an exhaustive

|. The botulinus bacillus, or a closely related or 
ganism, has been isolated from grain and ensilage a» 
sociated with natlral outbreaks of the disease iu 
horses, mules, cattle and swine. 


Botulinus bacilli isolated from a human spleer 
and from canned beans and vegetables associated with 
the outbreak of human food poisoning in Decatu: 
proved highly virulent and fatal to animals. But the 
poisoning artificially induced in animals proved amep 
able to a serum prepared against a stgain isolated from 
infecied forage 

The scientist goes on to state 


which for many years was sup- 
posed to grow only in canned 
and pickled meats, or in canned 
vegetables containing meat prod- 
ucts, is now known to develop in 
vegetables also, and to have been 
the specific cause of death in the 
ripe olive cases, and likewise in 
a fatal outbreak of food poisoning 
in man at Decatur, Ind., caused 
by eating canned string beans 
and mangoes. 

Secondly, Dr. Graham an- 
nounces that if Bacillus Botulin- 


us is not the identical germ «aus- 
ing forage poisoning in animals, 
it is at least so nearly analogous 
that the one serum will combat 
not only food poisoning in man 
but also silage poisoning in 
cattle. This scientist's labors were brought drainatically 
to the attention of the pi blic in January, when apn air- 
plane carrying his new antitoxin sped from the Uni- 
yersity of Illinois:to New York City, to sae the lives 
of Angelo and Domenico del Béne, poisoned by eating 
ripe olives 

Dr. Graham declares that his serum, tr.ed by long 
and careful experimentation, will, when properly ad 
ministered, prevent poisoning and save life hoth in 
human beings and in animals. He also points out 
several methods to prevent infection among animals 
so that food that has caused illness or death may be 
fed without great danger, if preliminary treatment is 
given. Cooking to the point of boiling, exposure to 
sunlight for several days, and thorough washing ip 
water are procedures recommended 


that from a clinical standpoint 
also, the disease in animals re- 
sembles that In human beings 
but he cautiously states that the 
identity of the two has not yet 
been definitely established. 

Van Ermengem proved, accord. 
ing to Dr. Graham, that injec 
tions of nonfatal doses of botul 
inus bacilli into animals resul:

The experts found that the trouble was not 
due to the glass or tin containers, but to inadequate 
methods used for sterilizing the botulinusr bacillus. 


Dr. Graham's report states that during certaip sea 
sons throughout the Mid-We:st and Southern S‘ates 
epizootic form of silage poisoning, or an una'o-ou 
disease, has prevailed. It is estimated that thousands 
of hoises were fatally affected in the Mississipp! Val 
ley during the summer and fall of 1912. The heavie,t 
losses were reported in Kaneas and Nebraska, but 
sporadic outbreaks extended to lowa, Illinois and Ken 
tucky.

In fact, our observations on cor 
taminated feeds suggest that judgment of the poison 
ous quality of feed based upon the prevalence of the 
organisins is at least questionable and often unreliable 
The development of molds upon feeds should there 
fore be regarded as of secondary importance in th 
outbreaks of forage poisoning. Stated in another was 
feeds free from molds should be regarded with sus 
picdon in an outbreak of forage poisoning, until thet: 
wholesomeness has been established. 

“The presence of toxin in feed, If excessive, may be 
detected by washing portions of the sample in stert) 
distilled water after allowing it to macerate at leaat 
12 hours at icebox or room temperature. The waters 
decoction of feed should then be passed through steri!: 
gauze, through filter paper and finally through # 
tested Bakerfield filter. The presence of appreciabl: 
toxin may be determined by injecting 1 to 4 mille 
subcutaneously into guirea pigs, or by giving similar 
quantities by mouth.”

Force With Which a Whip Strikes a Horse 
O TEST the force with which a whiplash strikes 
the flanks of a horse, M. R. Gaudin of the French 
veterinary journel, Le Marechal Moderne, has 
been making some interesting experiments. He 

got a carter to lash a large lump of moist clay. Under 

the action of the whip the lash penetrated a certain dis-

King Henry VIi's Chapel, the external stone- 
work of which is declared in danger, was once 
described as follows by Washington. Irving: 
“The eye is astonished by the pomp of archi- 
tecture and the elaborate beauty of sculptural 
detail. The very walls are wrought into 
universal ornament, incrusted with tracery, 
and scooped into niches crowded with the 
statues of saints and martyrs. Stone seems, 
by the cunning labor of the chisel, to have 
been robbed of its weight and density, sus- 
pended aloft as if by magic, and the fretted 
roofs achieved with the wonderful minuteness 
and airy security of a cobweb.” 

The site of Westminster Abbey was formerly 
an isiand in the marshes bordering the 
Thames, and there, according to tradition, 
stood a Temple ‘of Apollo. This structure be- . 
ing providentially overthrown by an earth- 
quake, King Lucius is said to have replaced 
it with a Christian Church in 170 A. D. This 
Was in turn destroyed by an irruption of Sax- 
ons, but in the seventh century Sebert, King of 
the East Saxons, having been converted, re- 
founded the church “to the honor of God and 
St. Peter.” Westminster Abbey is still the 
Abbey of St. Peter, and there is a legend that 
the apostle went in person to consecrate his 
new shrine. To prove it, the cope which t 
saint wore on that occasion is still preserved 
at the abbey.

pledge he was released on condition that he build 
a church and monastery in honor of the apostle. He 
erected a stately church, not unworthy to compare with 
the present structure in dignity, and was buried in it. 
The abbey church has been the chief place of royal 
burial, and trom William the Conqueror onward every 
English sovereign has been crowned there except Ed- 
ward V. Secanty but important remains of Edward's 
church persist in the present edifice. Henry III rebuilt 
the abbey, but it was almost destroyed by fire in 1298. 

The church as it now exists was begun in 1°44, and 
the work was carried on slowly, with many vicissitudes, 
for two centuries. With the exception of the two west- 
ern towers, which were completed in 1740 by Hawkes- 
more, a pupil of Wren, and which Englishmen have 
never ceased deploring for their unfortunate exempli- 
fication of “Gothic humor,” the structure as it stands 
today may be said to nave been cumpleted in 1556 
with this entry in the account rolls: 

“Item for payntted peecis sett in to the west wyn- 


dowe and some of coloryd glass in other wyndowes 
i xVjd." 
Krom a relatively early day derives the practice of 


honoring distinguished poets with burial or a memo- 
rial in the abbey. A part of the south transept is 
famed under the name of Poets’ Corner. Among the 
English-speaking poets interred or commemorated by 
monuments in this portion of the building are Chaucer, 
Spenser, Shakspeare, Ben Jonson, Dryden, Cowley, 
Tennyson, Browning and the American bard, Long- 
fellow. 

The custom of burying in the abbey Englishmen 
who had distinguished themselves on the sea or on 
the battlefield was first observed extensively under 
Cromwell, and has since been continued. 


The two coronation chairs used by the King and 
Queen are in Edward the Confessor’s Chapel. That 
used by the sovereign dates from the time of Edward 
I, and contains beneath its seat the stone of Scone, 
or the stone of destiny, on which the Celtic Kings were 
crowned. It is of Scottish origin, and tradition iden- 
tifies it with the pillow upon which Jacob slept at 
Bethel. The second chair, for the Queen, was made 
for Mary, consort of William III. 

One sovereign alone has twice occupied the corona- 
tion chair. It was Queen Victoria: for not only Was 
she seated in it when she was crowned, but again 
on her jubilee, in 1887, she sat in the famous chair to 
receive the homage of her peoples and the salutations 
of the Princes of the earth. Only twice has the chair 
been removed from the floor of the abbey. On the 
first occasion it was removed to Westminster Hal!, in 
order that Oliver Cromwell might be seated in it when 
he was proclaimed Protector. The other occasion 
was in 1915, when, as a precaution against 
air raids. it was removed to the crypt below 
the Chapter Hovse, and was not restored until 
after the armistice. 


The abbey church is the chief and central! 
work of English art, and a great storehouse 
of medieval sculpture and painting. For the 
history of the early national school of English 
painting the works preserved there are of un- 
matchable importance. 

No less has the abbey been a witness of the 
expansion of a little Saxon kingdom of nearly 
1000 years ago to the world empire of today. 
in a tomb, seven feet below the ground, lie 
the mortal remains of Edward the Confes- 
sor, who died 954 vears ago. On the north 
side lies Henry IIl, and hard by the tombs of 
Edward | and his Queen, Eleanor. On the 
other side rest Edward III and Queen Philip- 
pa, and Richard [! and Queen Anne of Bo- 
hemia. Farther to the east is Henry V, and 
yet farther away. in Henry VII's Chapel, are 
the marvelous tomb and recumbent effigies of 


Henry VIl ahd his wife. 
And within the same limited area, the 
gravea of Edward VI, Queen Mary, Queen 


Flizabeth and Mary Queen of Scots; and the 
simple tablets with the names of William and 
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Mary, Queen Anne, of George*. 
and George Il. How much his- 
tory is compressed in that little 
space! 

Turning again to Poets Cor- 
ner, we find that the earliest 
bard buried in Westminster Ab- 
bey was Geoffrey Chaucer, who 
appears to have received this 
honor not at all on account of his 
“Canterbury Tales,” but because 
of his position as Clerk of the 
Works. It recorded that he “fell 
into poverty in his old age.”’ His 
burial occurred in 1400, and in 
1599 the body of Edmund Spen- 
ser was interred nearby. It is 
recorded of the poet of “The 
Faery Queen” that “he died for 
lack of bread,” but he had a pub- 
lic funeral, all the literary men 
of the day gathering about his 
grave and casting into it odes 
in his memory, together with 
the pens with which they were 
written. 

Ben Jonson “died in great 
poverty” in a house on the north 
side of the abbey, and was buried 
in the nave in an upright posi- 
tion, having: been promised dur- 
ing his lifetime “ground two by 
two” either by the King or the 
Abbot. His simple epitaph of 
four words, “O Rare Ben Jon- 
son,” was cut at the expense of 
Sir John Young, “who, walking 
here when the grave was cover- 
ing, gave the fellow 18 pence to 
cut it.” 

Another poet, Butler, the writ- 
er of “Hudibras,” also commemo- 
rated here, likewise died “in 
great poverty.” Indeed, to no 
small number of the poets Shus 
splendidly commemorated in the 
abbey, could be applied the epi- 
gram written on Butler: 


“When Butler, needy wretch’ 
Was yet alive, 
No generous patron would a 


dinner give. 
Behold him, starved to 
and turned to dust.

There are also numerous cenotaphs, or memorials 
of poets and literary. men who are buried elsewhere. 
Among them are memorials to Goldsmith, Coleridge, 
Thomson and Thackeray. There are memorials to 
Shakspeare and Milton, but the former sleeps at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, and the latter at St. Giles. Charles 
Dickens lies in the south transept, contrary to his wish. 

Dr 
Samuel Johnson is unique in that he is buried In the 
abbey, but has his monument in St. Paul's. 

At the time when Matthew Prior was buried at West 
minster Abbey, the famous Francis Atterbury was 
Dean of Westminster. He looked upon the abbey as 
a sort of Pantheon, or heathen temple, and is said to 
have exacted concerning epitaphs that they must all 
be in Latin. and that none of them should mention 
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Effigies of Henry VII and his queen surmounting tomb of 


England’s famous ruler.

queror, was. It is recorded that while the ceremony 
was proceeding, his soldiers, alarmed by the cheers of 
the congregation, inatead of rushing to his help, if 
they thought he was attacked, “hastened, with the 
strange instinct of their nation, to set fire to the build- 
ings around the minster.” The spectators rushed forth 
to save their dwellings,, leaving the Kine and the 
Archbishop alone. Willlam, it is said, trembled at the 
roar of the flames and the noise of the tumult, but 
the Archbishop stoutly completed the rites 

Meny of the sculptured monuments. tn Vil's 
Chapel are from the chisel of the famous Italian artist, 
Torregiano, including the effigies of Henry VII and his 
Queen. The whole life and adventures of ‘lorregiano 
make a curious story. Benvenuto Cellini said that he 
“was exceedingly well made, bold, and 
had more the air of a soldier than of a sculp-
